‘The bill had the indorse- 
ment of almost every social service 
organization and social worker; it 


was one of the adminietration’s cam- | 


paign pledges; it had the best judi- 
¢lal indorsement, notably that of 


Judge Hartmann, from his observa- | 
tions on the bench of the Juvenile | 
Court: and yet it spun out into a | 
fight extending over 15 months, a’! 


fight every step of the way. 


“The opposition from some sources | 


was insidious. Real motives not 
coming to the surface, but whether 
covert or open, it was always incom- 
prehensible, if for no other reason 
than that the acknowledged success 
of the Bellefontaine Farms for boys 
would seem to be, in these days of 
enlightenment on the subject of 
equality for women, convincing of 
the need and feasibility of a similar 
institution for the girls as well as 
the boys coming under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Juvenile Court. 

“And I want to say,” added Mr. 
Aloe, with whole-hearted emphasis, 
“the women who worked for the bill 
deserve all the credit for its survival 
to its final enactment. There were 
many times when the men interested 
would have turned to other urgent 
and more hopeful interests, and the 
bill would have died if the women 
had not kept constantly on the job.” 

Ohamber Takes Credit. 

Leaders of other women’s organi- 
tions active equally with Mra 
Drescher were Mrs. Gus V. R. Mech- 
in of the Big Sisters movement and 
Mrs. Jolin 8. Payne, chairman Fighth 
District Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. Credit is claimed, however, 
by the Women’s Chamber of Com- 
merce for taking the initiative in the 
campaign to line up these and all 
other favorable influences, for main- 
talning headquarters for the dissemi- 
nation of information, notices of 
public hearings, etc., sometimes ral- 
lying 600 women at a hearing. Es- 

pecial credit ig being given Mrs. 
Drescher and her committee for 
constant, undivided attention to the 
bill, and to the chairman herself, for

“In the absence of a city institu- 
tion the 187 white girls from the 
Juvenile courts were placed in pri- 
vate institutions, usually of secta- 
rian character. There is no private 
institution in St. Louis which re- 
ceives delinquent negro girls. While 
1 was on the bench of that court I 
was always doubtful of my right to 
commit delinquent girls to private 
institutions. There was no statute 
to warrant it, and if anyone had 
chosen to question it, I doubt if my 
authority could have been upheld. 

“While the private institution may 
have made no charge for care of 
these wards of the Juvenile Court 
at any time, they might have. It 
has always been my opinion that the 
city should not depend for this work 
upon private institutions in whose 
conduct it can have no voice.” 

With opposition finally disposed 
of, women who have worked so de- 
terminedly for the bill are now just 
as determinedly bent upon seeing 
carried out the ideas of Judge Hart;
